One good example of the all-prevailing sys- 
tem of the establishment is the set of books 
kept in the flower-seed department. One, called 
the ‘‘papering book,’’ contains a complete 
record of all the flower seeds used, the quanti- 
ties in stock, and the different variations of 
the supply on hand, so that at any time the 
quantity of material in packages can be deter- 
mined, and if the supply is growing low fresh 
relays can be ordered from the bulk seeds in 
storage. Other books contain the records of 
all the tests of seeds to determine their purity 
and vitality, these tests being among the most 
stringent regulations of the Burpee system, and 
among the most important means of fulfilling 
the motto, ‘‘ Burpee’s Seeds Grow.”’ 


FREIGHT AND EXPRESS ORDERS. 


Upon the third floor of the establishment is 
the immense freight and express department, 
where orders which are too weighty for the mails 
are made up. The same care and forethought 
is exercised here as down stairs. The filling 
of orders is very much upon the same line as 
in the mail-order department. The packing here 
is, of course, of an entirely different order, 
and takes more time and labor. Strong iron- 
bound boxes are the usual cases used, although 
potatoes and other such heavy seed carry satis- 
factorily in barrels and seamless bags. In 
packing in the boxes each variety of seed is 
wrapped carefully and strongly and the boxes 
are packed very tightly to prevent the shaking 
around or the disarrangement of the contents. 

Orders in the freight and express room are 
mostly filled from seeds in bulk. There are 
row after row of bins, varying in size according 
to the character of the seed. 

On the fourth floor is the private printing 
establishment of the firm, where the millions 
of labels, envelopes, cards, small circulars, and 
other minor papers used each year are printed, 
and where hundreds of valuable electrotypes 
and other cuts used on the seed bags and in 
the various special catalogues are stored. 

In the basement, a cool, sweet, cement-floored 
apartment, which maintains an even tempera- 
ture, are stored the seed potatoes. 


SENDING THE SEEDS AWAY. 


Down in the rear of the first floor is the ship-| 


ping department, where the packed seeds bid 
their farewell to the warehouse and start out 
upon their mission to all corners of the earth.

These books are upon such topies as kitchen 
and market gardening, flower gardening, 
poultry raising, the home manufacture of man- 
ures, the cooking of vegetables, etc., all written 
for this firm by well-known specialists. 

It is one of the astonishing things about the 
firm of W. Atlee Burpee & Co. that it has built 
up in seeds one of the largest mail, express, and 
freight businesses of any kind in the United 
States. Duringthe months of February, March, 
and April its mail is the heaviest of any firm 
in the country, and its order-books show that

personal energy to bring about this state, but

Carrots for Winter Stock Feeding. 


We take this opportunity of emphasizing the import- 
ance of these roots for feeding to stock in winter, as their 
value is too little understood in this country. No other 
roots are so valuable for stock feeding, and no other root 
crops are more easily kept in sound, fresh condition from 
early fall until latespring. It is generally conceded that, 
to secure the best results from stall-fed stock, they must 
have rations of some fresh, green food. To some extent 
this has been attempted by the use of ensilage, but this 
entails quite a considerable expense in building silos, 
while the results are very far from being conclusive. 
Carrots and other root crops can be successfully stored in 
heaps covered with straw on the land in which they have 
been grown, or in some more convenient location near 
the barns, if no root cellar is available. 

Our leading veterinary surgeons prescribe carrots in 
preference to all other roots, and attach fully as much 
importance, if not more, to this addition to the food than 
they do to prescribing medicines; if they were generally 
used there would be much less need for the services of 
the veterinarian. Not only are they valuable for keep- 
ing the live stock in good condition, but when fed to 
milking cows they tend to increase the flow of milk in 
panter and also impart a richer color to the cream and 

utter, 

To grow large crops of carrots cheaply use ground 
which is deep, also free from stones; manure heavily, 
either with stable manure or commercial fertilizer. 
Work the soil up deeply and as finely as possible; mark 
off in rows as near together as can be worked with the 
horse cultivator; ridge these rows up slightly and drill 
the seed rather thinly. As soon as the plants are well 
up, cultivate with the hoe frequently, so there will be no 
need of handwork except when they are thinned, which 
should be done when they are two to four inches in 
height, leaving single plants from three to six inches 
apart according to the size of the variety planted. Culti- 
vate frequently with the horse cultivator throughout the 
season. Where time cannot be spared for thinning each 
patch, a very good crop can be grown by sowing Early 
Short Horn, or another of the smaller varieties (described 
on page 54), thinly with a garden seed drill; the majority 
will then make fine roots if well and frequently culti- 
vated. They are, of course, not so large in size as the 
commonly grown field carrots. For further informa-

SEEDS FOR GREENHOUSE AND WINDOW CULTURE. 


The growth of rare plants from seed is very interesting, and many of the choicest varieties can readily be grown 
in the house by those who are willing to give Oita carefulattention. For winter blooming, the seed should be sown 
in shallow boxes any time during the spring or summer. Procure a mellow soil, almost one-fourth sand; sow the 
seeds on the surface, covering lightly with a little fine, sandy earth; cover the box with a pane of glass, keep 
darkened, and keep the soil slightly moist until the seeds germinate, when light and air should be admitted by 
partially or wholly removing the glass, and placing the boxes in a warm,sunny window. When the plants are large 
enough to handle they should be potted singly into small pots, and afterward removed to six-inch pots for flowering ; 
to insure an abundance of fine bloom in winter, they should be kept growing vigorously during summer and fall, 
in good, rich soil.
